' The ataamer Qrappler arrived horo ear- 
ly yesterday morning from Fort Wrangel 
bringing 76pasaongorB and the liitest news 
from Cusfliar. Reports reach us that sev- 
aral of tho claima ou Suow Greek aro pay- 
ing remarkably well, yylvostor'a ground 

, being especially rioh . It m estimated that 
(dylvoetor will arrive horo shortly with 
about §20,000, the nott profits of the Syl- 
vester-Vital oompAuy during the season. 

ProTisions at the mines are somewhat 
scarce and suppliea aro being forwarded 

I slowly. 

On Doaso Creok much work has bi>ou 
douo. Tho Eftth Co., Hosford, Jouos 
A Co., Caledonia Co., (30 to 40 om. per 
day) Moore & Co., and two other compa- 
nies vere doing •well. Six .miles up the 
o reek a drift had been rnn 130 feet and 
the paydirt was found to ho frozen. This 
waa thawed with hot rooks, which wore 
wheeled in overnight and tho ground -was 
thawed in tho morning, A rocker claim 
was paying an ounce a day to tlio band. 
Tho Welch and Murphy compauioa wore 
. getting to work. 

Sayyea Greek was pronounced a failure. 
Over 1,000 prospectors had failed to find 
new diggings. Four buuilred and eighty 
animals wore packing from Telegraph 
Creek to Deaae Lake. The trail is in ex- 
cellent order, and Kobertson's party were 
engaged in corduroying and gravelling. 
Two trains of paok-animala were turned 
' out to graze for want of frsight which was 
coming in slowly. McDamo Creek news 
will bo found under the head of corres- 
pondent. 

One of our informants left Thibert 
Creek on tho 28th July. Several olaima 
were paying well. Rath Bros, were tak- 
ing hjii a large amount of gold daily. 
Shearer & Co., Collins & Co., Harrigan k 
Co, Flannery i Co., and another company 
were also doing very well. A great many 
man were prospecting — sinking shafts. 
Some had gone lU and 15 feet and strik- 
ing no bottom abandoned the ground. 
Others continued at work in tho hope of 
striking something at bedrock. Hilton & 
Co. bh Boulder Creok, a tributary of Thi- 
bert, were making "big" money. The 
health of the camp was good. Provisions 
were very dear. Flour was SijO per bar- 
rel. Other articles uf consumption were 
from 50 to 60 conts per pound. Stooks of 
goods were full; business dull. 

The water was going down rapidly and 
the creek claims wero being prospected. 
Wages wore {$6 and 88 per day. On the 
Stickeen rivor the steamers Beaver and 
Gertrude were doing tho passenger and 
freight traflio. The Ktcamor (iom is be- 
ing repaired. Tho Grajiplor experionood 
severe weather in MiJlbank ,'3ouud. Met 
; the steamer Sir James Douglas crossing 
the ohannel between Vancouver and 
,Qaeen Cearlotto Islands, and sighted 
li'. M. 8. Ametbyst, -with the Vice-regal 
car ■'y hoard, some 50 miles farther up. 
iThe vteamsbip California will arrive here 
fcom x^ort Wrangel with some 70 or 80

Native v^KAssEs.— The Seattle Intelli- 
gencer says:'— "J^'lgci Swan has just re- 
ceived from .Mr. John Bennet, of What- 
com Bellingh am Bay, a box contammg 
Ave specimens of the finest grasses in 
America, which will bo sent by the Uako- 
UtotheAgrioultu.ral Department btWash- 
ing^on. Mr. Bennet has for many years 
been engaged in cuh'ivatiiig native grass 
es, some of which he found high up on 
Mount Baker. A variety of native timo- 
thy and orchard grass, seven feet long,are 
among those Bpecimens. But the grass 
that Mr. Bennett prides him.-sulf on most 
is the Bennet rye-grass, whicli grows to 
an average height of 4% feet, and has 
produced eight tons to the aero. The hay 
from this rye-grass is suporior to timo- 
thy, and cattle and horsps prefer it to any 
other kind. This grass never lodges and 
uiieasily cultivated, and wo predict will 
be a favorite ono among farmer.s. In 
■view of its unrivaled productivenoss, and 
the boon it confers, it isnot too much to

Ottawa, Aug. IG.— Between 10 and 
11 'oMbck last night an armed party 
of roughs attacked tho Gipsy camp at 
Mechanicsville, and dispersed the oc- 
cupants, injuring somo of them more 
or loss Hftveroly. According to the 
account of tho gipsies, a little after 
.ten o'clock a man came to tho camp 
and called out one of tho tenants by 
nnino. No sooner had ho presented 
hiiuHolf culBido his tent than bo was 
struck in tlio face and knocked down. 
Then coinineiiced au indiscriminate 
attack ou tho whole camp, which in a 
few minutes was made a completo 
wreck. The furniture was destroyed, 
nud all tho damage done that was pos- 
sible. One of tho gipsies who bad 
for throo luouthB previous been in 
Montreal General Hospital under 
treatment for a broken leg had the 
same limb broken ouco more; and it is 
Bll5^S3'tbat a child was so severely 
injured that its life is dosj^airad of. 
The attacking party used revolvers 
freely. The gipsies, among whom 
were six men with their •wives and 
children, offered no reaistanco what- 
ever. The women woro also roughly 
treated, and some of them hurt in the 
sculllo.

Bzctwn, je,;f^eUer, late of Mitchell,Ont. , 
reiaites "the ' following extraordinary 
story: — His family lived sometime ago 
in Montreal, and a young sister, who 
was only twenty years of ago, was in- 
duced to become a 'daughter of Tem- 
perance' in the lodge of a secret Or- 
der. In the lodge to which Miss Brown 
belonged was a man named Thomas 
Robinson, who keeps a store onBleury 
street, and who is married with a wifo 
and soYon childrou living. Brother 
Robinson soou ingratiated himself in- 
to the affections of tho young and in- 
nocent girl. Both being fond of music 
and pretty fair vocalists, be took Miss 
Brown to concerts of the Order in all 
directions. Mr. Brown says that this 
only went on a short tiiiio, until Rob- 
inson seduced his sister. Mis.*! Brown 
was removed to Mitchell, and when 
there- kept up a clandestine correspon- 
dence with Robinson. In the begin- 
ning of February, IMr. Brown found a 
serious deficiency in bis stock of jew- 
ellery, and ou making inquiry ho 
found that his sister had forwarded a 
parcel to her betrayer in this city, tho 
value marked on it at the express 
office being $800; whilst the real value 
was at least $4,000. It contained 
seventy-six gold and silver watches, 
100 ladies' goKl rings (cost price $8 
each), a diamond ring valued p.t $150, 
ladies' lockets and pendants, and other 
articles. The receipt of the parcel 
was traced to Robinson, who paid "f l 
charges on it. Mr. Brown had iiis 
sister arrested, but rather than to have 
an 'oxpoHO,' h^ let her ofY, She soon 
afterwards camo to Montreal where 
llobiuaon has had her living in lodg- 
ings. A warrant was issued by the 
police magistrate this morningtohave 
Kobinson's prcmisos searched. 



MoDame Obeek, July 20, 187G. 
Editok Colonist: — Thinking a few 
lines from this part of the country 
might be acceptable to some of your 
readers, I enclose you my experience : 
Got iato Dease Greek about the 18th 
of June. Found everything very 
quiet and a groat many man idling 
about. The extreme Iresbot in the 
spring bad carried off nearly every- 
thing— wing-dams, water- wheels, sluice 
boxes, &o. liittle or nothing was left, 
and the men were busy upon tho sev- 
eral claims fixing up. So there was 
very little hiring being douo except 
for carpenters. On Thibert Crook 
thero was somo word of now discov- 
eries being struck, but as there had 
been a good rush up to that oreek I 
came down here about the 23d. Found 
mattera here pretty much as at Deose, 
excepting that rich diggings had been 
struck, and were bomf;: worked on 
Snow Creek, about miles above 
bore; the principal 1000 feet, is ovmed 
by Christie, Sylvester and company' 
and is turning out good pay steadily 
— as near as I can make out from five 
to six thousand dollars a wook. The 
gold is all in nuggets from about $5 to 
$100 apiece, and the ground very 
easily worked and at little expense. 
Tho bali^oe of the oreek was all 
Htaked off long ago, but I hear of very 
few of them doing much better than 
paying good wages; llioro are not 
many men being hired ujion this 
creek, the general rule being for three 
or four men to take up a claim, go 
right in and work it,and trust to luck. 
The gold is almost all coarse, and 
little satisfaction can be gained from 
prospecting. Pitch right in and open 
as though it was there, with as little 
oxpouso as poHsible, until you have 
rouched bod rock and have given it a 
fair trial. Your subscriber has adopt- 
ed that plan along with two others, 
but I am sorry I cannot give you our 
experience yot, except over two weeks' 
hard work, but wo are very hopeful; a 
groat many men have boon here; some 
since April, prospecting around; can't 
strike it rich; can't get work, and 
when grub gets out go out. They are 
going and coming all the timo. 

Oue man got hillod here UU the eve- 
ning of the 12th inst., an Englishmon, 
Luke Crockwell. Ho was caught by 
a land slide while ground-sluicing. 
Two or three boats camta in from the 
Deloire country last week very much 
discouraged. Two of their number 
got drowned when going up the can- 
yon of that river. 

Provisi ons were very scarce hero 
when we came in, and though not so 
scarce now they still keep up the 
price. There is nothing to justify the 
difference between here and Dease 
Greek. A little healthy competition 
would bo beneficial; and it will likely 
come soon in the old town besides 
Fletcher's and tho Hudson Bay. Doc 
Foster has opened a well selected 
assortment of goods in the new town. 
Half a mile above the old town Gerke 
has opened. A few more would not 
butt. 

Tho total want of postal facilities 
upon this creek is a great grievance 
and disappointment to the miner, be- 
sides the extra expense, and there is 
no reason why, from tho amount of 
resource the government must derive 
from this district, a Heini-mouthly mail 
could not bo furnished as far as this 
creek during the season at a nominal 
expense. We suppose it would be 
looked to if there was a member 
elected from the district, and thero is 
somo likelihood of such an event this 
fall ; but more anon. Yours,

The visit to this country of the 
Fresidenl: of the Oraoge Fre;^ States 
has reisulted in a satisfactory settle- 
ment of tho long controversy which 
bos existed with reference to the Pro- 
vince of Griquland, and au important 
advance has thus beon made towards 
that friendly and cordial co-operation 
of uoighboring States wbieh is ea- 
se utial|to tho inte'reBtftof South Afri- 
ca. 

The Conference In regard to South 
African affairs, in regard to which 
papers have already beon laid before 
you, is now sitting in London, and 
cannot fail to contribute largely to the 
settlement of various and important 
questions. 

Gentlemen of thk House or Com- 
mons: — I thank you for the liberal sup- 
plies you havo voted for the public 
service. Au additional outlay was re- 
quired to place my army and navy 
upon a proper footing of efficiency, 
and th'o check which bad been given 
to the advance of tho revenue by the 
comparative stagnation of trade com- 
pelled me to propose an increase of 
taxation. 1 desire to acknowledge the 
readiness with which you have re- 
sponded to that appeal, and at the 
same time assure you that no effort 
shall be wanting to keep the expendi- 
ture of the country within the bounds 
of moderation. 

My Lords and Gentlemen.— The act 
which you passed for the aiaendment 
of the laws relating to Merchant Ship* 
ping will, I trust, promote the safety 
of our ships and seamen without im- 
posing unnecessary restrictions upon 
the conduct of a service in the pros- 
perity of which our national interest* 
in so many ways are involved. ,. 

A measure making a further pro* 
vision respecting the elementary edl^- 
cation of the country is one of great 
imporlauco, and will complete a work 
on which successive Parliaments for 
many years have been engaged, by se- 
curing the due attendance at school of 
children for whose benefit the 'means 
and machinery of education have been 
so largely Bui}plied. 

I have observed with much eatisfaotion 
the arrangements which you have made 
for maintaining and increasing the effi- 
ciency of a tribunal of ultimate appeal for 
the United Kingdom, by which at the 
same timo, tho Judicial Committee of tho 
Privy Council and intormediato Court of 
Appeal will bo improved and strengthened, 
I anticipate the best results from the 
Act providing safegoards against painful 
experiments upon living animals. 

I regret that a pressuro other business 
has prevented tlie completion of your la- 
bors upon several mcasiiros of much im- 
portance. Among the.so are bills relating 
to tho Universities of Oxford ond Cam- 
bridge; t» the administration of prisons 
and to the law of Maritime Oontraota. I 
trust, however, the attention which you 
have givon to these questions during the 
past session may facilitate their settlement 
in the next. In bidding you farewell I 
pray tho blessing of Providence may rest 
on your recent labors, and accompany 
you in the discharge of all your duties.

Prorogation— The Queen's Speech, 

London, Aug. 15, — Parliament pro- 
rogued at two o'clock this afternoon 
by Royal Commission. The following 
is the Queen's spoecli road from the 
throne by the Lord High Cbanoellor: 

My Lobds and Gentlehem, — I am 
happy to be able to release you from 
the attendance upon Parliament. My 
relations with all foreign powers nie 
of a friendly character, and I look for- 
ward confidently to tho maintenance 
of the good understanding which now 
prevails. The efforts which, in com- 
mon with other powers, I have made 
to bring about n settlement of tho dif. 
foronces unfortunately existing bo- 
twcon the Porto and its Christian sub- 
jects in Bosnia and Herzegovina have 
beon hitherto unsuccessful. Tlio con- 
flict began in these Provinces has boon 
extended to Servia and Montenegro, 
Should a favorable opportunity present 
itself I shall bo ready, in coucort with 
my allios, to oflcr my good offices for 
tho purpose of inoiliation between tho 
contending parties, bearing in mind 
alike the duties imposed upon me by 
treaty obligations and those which 
arise from the considerations of hu- 
manity and policy. 

A difforenco has arisen between my 
GBvornmout and that of the United 
Htntes as to the proper construction of 
an article in the treaty of the 9th of 
August, 1842, which relates to the 
mutual surrender of persons accused 
of certain offences. The inconvenien- 
ces to both countries which would fol- 
low a cossatiou of the practice of ex- 
tradition are groat and obvious, and I 
entertain the hope that a-pew arrange- 
ment will soon be arrived at by which 
tho matter will bo placed on a satis- 
factory footing.
